OBSERVATIONS. 

The benefits which have resulted to the country from works which have been 
carried out by the means of Loans and Grants from this department have been 
occasionally enlarged upon in the Reports of the Board. 

A return called for and laid before Parliament, at an early period of the 
present session, exhibits at one view the different objects to which, and the 
localities where, these aids have been afforded. 

The Loans have been classified so as to show the amount lent to and repaid 
by the respective Grand Juries of counties, public bodies, and individuals ; and 
the statement as to Grants exhibits, not only the amount of public free Grants, 
but also the amount contributed in aid, distinguishing that presented by the 
respective counties (advanced by way of Loans) and that paid in by individuals. 

It may not, therefore, be necessary to dwell here at length upon this subject; 
but it may be proper to bring under your Lordships’ notice some of the very 
important consequences which have resulted from the aid afforded by these 
means in a remote quarter of the west of Ireland, as communicated to us by an 
intelligent gentleman connected with the locality. 

The district of the Mullet is a peninsula on the north-western coast of Ireland 
in the county Mayo (barony of Erris), and is connected with the barony by a 
very narrow isthmus called “ Belmullet,” having the extensive bays of Broad- 
haven on the north and Black-sod on the south. Some years ago, a small pier 
was erected on the southern side of the isthmus at the joint expense of the late 
Fishery Board and the proprietor, and was subsequently enlarged by the latter. 
As the staple of the country is oats, the accommodation afforded by the pier 
was sufficient encouragement to a merchant to settle there ; and though at first 
he was unable to obtain more than twenty tons of gram, there is now an export 
of 1600 tons of oats annually. Thus where, in 1827, there was not a single 
corn store, and scarcely a house, there are now nine large corn stores and a 
thriving town. 

Within these few years, and by similar means, another small pier has been 
erected on the opposite shore of the isthmus, and to these works, aided by the 
road communications recently completed, very favourable results are attri- 
butable ; and we learn with much satisfaction that the advantages arising from 
the lately-constructed pier have more than realized the hopes entertained as to 
its success. 

A town is in progress of being built in the immediate vicinity of this pier, 
which is now preferred as a shipping place for corn to the one on the Black-sod^ 
side, and steam communication now exists between the pier and the town of

This trade in grain is, however, yet only in its infancy, as half the barony of 
Erris is still uncultivated, and much in want of further road communication. 

By an inspection of the return before alluded to, it will be seen that the 
county Kerry has availed itself largely of the means at the disposal of the 
Board, with the best results. Miles of excellent road communication have been 
constructed through wild uncultivated tracts of country, where a few years ago 
it was impossible for a wheel-carriage to pass. It will also be seen, that the 
proprietors have contributed liberally to the funds requisite for these improve- 
ments. 



II.— THE COLLECTION OF REPAYMENTS OF OLD LOANS MADE FROM THE 
CONSOLIDATED FUND. 

The state of these Loans will appear from the return in the Appendix. 

Some of the Loans have been paid up, and in other cases an arrear of interest 
has been cleared off, while, on the whole, the balances of principal have not 
been much diminished. 



III. — INLAND NAVIGATION. 

These works under this Board are of comparatively small extent, and are 
attended with but little expense, they are — 

The Tyrone Navigation, with the Maghery Cut from the river Blackwater 
into Lough Leagh. Its state of repair is excellent, and a small sum is annually 
voted for improvements. 

The Maig Navigation, a short cut with a turning bridge, between the town of 
Adare and the Shannon. Its little harbour has been improved and deepened ; 
new mooring-posts have been set up, and the bank or quay, which had been 
occasionally overflowed, has been raised so as to out-top the highest water. 
This is a useful work ; a considerable quantity of fuel being discharged here for 
the supply of the neighbouring country, as also sea- weed, sea-sand, lime, &c. 
for agricultural purposes. 

The Lower Boyne Navigation, from the neighbourhood of Slane to Drogheda. 

The works of the last season have been limited to maintenance, and have 
consisted chiefly in repairing and strengthening the track-ways, particularly 
along the estuary from the bridge of Drogheda to the lock at Old Bridge. 

The produce of tolls has been ample for these repairs, besides providing for 
the interest and instalments payable upon its debt. 



IV.— FISHERY FUNDS. 

Some further Grants in aid of contributions from parties locally interested 
have been made in the course of the last year, towards the construction of small 
quays and piers. 

An account showing the expenditure will be found in the Appendix. The 
available balance has been reduced to 2,346/. 19s. 4 d . ; and our future Reports 
under this head will have reference to proceedings under the Act of the present 
session, c. 3. 



V.— ROADS AND BRIDGES, (6 Geo. IV., c. 101.) 

The works comprised under this head were originally executed either 
wholly or in part at the expense of Government, and are now maintained under 
the superintendence of this Board pursuant to provisions of 6 Geo. IV. c. 101, 
by advances in the first instance out of the Consolidated Fund, subsequently 
levied off the respective counties by imperative Grand Jury Presentments. 

The account in the Appendix exhibits the amount of expenditure in each 
case ; and it is only necessary to add, that 643 miles of road have been maintained 
for 8,631/. 5s., being at the average rate 10^e/. per perch. Upon the same 
principle, roads constructed by this Board with the aid of grants, are maintained 
at a cost of about 10^c?. per perch, and the amount in like manner is levied off 
the counties respectively. 

Under the provisions of the Act of 6 and 7 Wm. IV. c. 116, (the Grand 
Jury Act,) many portions of post roads have been repaired, under the authority 
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of the Lord Lieutenant, upon urgent applications from the Post-office autho- 
rities. 

The expenditure under this head is certified to the respective Grand Juries 
at each ensuing or subsequent Assizes, who are bound to provide for repayment 
of the amount to the Consolidated Fund. 



VI— PHCENIX PARK AND DUBLIN BUILDINGS. 

The works at Dublin Castle, the Vice-regal and other official Residences 
in the Phoenix Park, involve an expenditure for gradual improvements, com- 
bined with that for maintenance and repair. 

Additions have been made to the Constabulary Barracks in the Phoenix 
Park, rendered necessary for the accommodation of an increased number of the 
reserved force. A Riding-house also has been erected. 

The creation of new departments at the Four Courts also requiredanincrea.se 
of accommodation and improved arrangements ; both which objects have been 
partially effected within the last year. 

At the Queen’s Inns, Custom-house, and other public buildings in Dublin 
under our superintendence, nothing beyond the ordinary repairs for maintenance 
have been necessary. To these have been added the General Post-office, 
placed under charge of this Board for such additions, alterations, and repairs as 
from time to time have become necessary. 

The several Custom-houses and Coast Guard Buildings having been placed 
under the management of this Board, a considerable reform and repair have 
been found necessary to the Quay Wall and Tobacco Store at Cork ; and several 
of the Coast Guard buildings on the coast have in consequence of these arrange- 
ments been under repair and reform. Negotiations have been entered upon 
for purchasing a site for the new Convict Depot. 



VII. — DUNMORE HARBOUR. 

This harbour is in a good state of repair ; and although, since the removal of the 
Mail Packets, few vessels resort to it, the value of the harbour in connexion -with 
the fisheries is felt and appreciated. 

This latter branch of industry has been much extended of late by means of 
Fishing Companies ; and protection is here afforded to 12 cutters, of from 35 to 
45 tons’ burthen, which belong to the town, and are constantly employed as 
trawlers, besides 10 vessels which resort from other places for the like purposes. 



VIII.— KINGSTOWN HARBOUR. 

Eastern Pier Head. — The masonry of the platform has been finished during 
the last summer, and the new Lighthouse is nearly completed, the lantern being 
in course of erection by the Ballast Board. This, when adjusted and properly 
secured, and the wooden building now used as a lighthouse removed, will com- 
plete the work. 

The regulating of the rubble formation of the Pier on its sea face, near the 
pier head, and thence eastward, has been proceeded with, and carried to a con- 
siderable extent by the formation of a rough-dressed pavement, with a regular 
glacis slope to the low-water mark. 

Western Pier Head. — This work has been carried on without interruption 
during the year. A considerable part of the cut stone casing walls have been 
raised above low water ; so that there is good reason to expect that great progress 
will be made towards the completion of this portion of the works during the 
coming season. 

The usual return of vessels frequenting the harbour will be found in the 
Appendix. The return is so prepared as to facilitate comparison with former 
years ; and the number of the several descriptions of craft which have used the 
harbour in each of the three last years are shown on separate lines in distinct 
columns. 



IX.— HOWTH HARBOUR. 

The piers, buoys, and moorings have been maintained in order at a compara- 
tively small expense, no casualty of any importance having occurred during the 
last year. 

This harbour continues to afford a safe and convenient rendezvous for the 
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vessels engaged in the Channel Herring Fishery, as well as for the boats belono- 
ing to the port engaged in the white fishery. " ° 



X. — DONAGHADEE HARBOUR. 

Further progress has been made during the last season in repairing and 
strengthening the sea slopes of the Pier. The season for working in this exposed 
situation is however comparatively short, being confined to the summer months 
Operations will be resumed in the course of this year ; and if the season prove 
favourable, it is hoped that the repairs will be completed. * 



XI.— LUNATIC ASYLUMS. 

Some slight repairs and improvements to the District Asylum at Clonmel 
have been the only works under this head required during the past year. 

In the laying out of a portion of the line of railway from Waterford to 
Limerick, a certain amount of damage was imposed on the grounds of the 
Limerick Asylum, and for which the Company made the usual compensation 
to the governors; ive, however, acting as Commissioners of Control having 
ascertained that a more serious injury to the objects of the institution would be 
sustained by the encroachment than could be compensated by the amount am-eed 
upon, were obliged to compel the Railway Company to purchase so much of the 
grounds as would enable us to obtain a similar quantity of land hi another 
direction, less affected by the contiguity of the railway, so as to secure a proper 
degree of privacy and extent of accommodation for the purposes of the ink- 
ration. 

For the purposes of a Central Criminal Lunatic Asylum, a site has been ob- 
tained in the neighbourhood of Dundrum, about three miles from Dublin in 
extent about 30 acres ; and we are engaged in the preparation of plans for a 
building, calculated to contain 1 20 male and female convict lunatics. 



XII. — MAYNOOTI-I COLLEGE. 

In pursuance of instructions from Her Majesty's Government, under the an- 
tnoiity Ot the Act oi last Session, we communicated with the trustees and prin- 
cipals of the Royal College of St. Patrick, Maynooth. With these parties we 
had several conferences, for the purpose of ascertaining the nature and extent of 
the accommodation and additional buildings which should bo provided, in order 
to carry into effect the mtentions of the Legislature, so far as the funds appro- 
priated would allow. 1 L
